Roger was diagnosed with 
Neuroblastoma cancer, but even when faced with death, he still made the sweetest lemonade imaginable. Throughout his ordeal he 
showed utmost bravery and was always optomistic and caring. His faith stood solid, and he was not scared of the possible outcome of his 
illness, 

While active and before being diagnosed, his mother commented, "Everything he ever wanted to do, he could do." This was 
definitely true as Roger was an avid hunter and fisher. He was a member of the Virginia Bearhunter’s Association and was involved with 
the ecology of the area. He adored his hound dogs and was a devoted NASCAR race watcher. In general, he enjoyed spending time in the 
water. One of Roger's most dominant characteristics was his artistic ability. He was talented in airbrush, sewing, and freehand 
monogramming. At the Rockingham County Fair he was recognized for excellence for his sewing and artwork. Roger attended Ottobine 
Elementary, John Wayland, Wilbur Pence and had schooling at the University of Virginia while being treated for the cancer which 
eventually took his life. 

So, perhaps, Roger can be an example to all of us as a vibrant young man who made the most of the short life he had and inspire 
us to do the same. Certainly, no one else could have created such a sugar-sweet lemonade as his attitude did while fighting for the fragile 
thing of his life.
